Qur National Finances,
Fromithe N. X, Tvibune.

The last mouthly statement of the natlonal
debt, with the operations of the Treasury Da-
partment throughont Uotober, has now beén
tor peverl days before Lhe publio, The only
genéral comment it has provoked relates to
the prospect or probabllity of Mr, MuCalloch’s
gtepptog in to “‘relleve the money market®
after the fashion that the late Nickolas Biddle
contrived to render 8o odious.

Now, we do not know nor cara whether the
Secretary of the Treasary will or will nok do
anything to help those who hava gold stofks
that they do not own, or those who have
bonght stocks that they do not expect nor
desire to hold, but we hope and trast he has
tegolved to do nothing in Lthe premlises, whivh
is the righit thing to do, 80 far a3 it goas,
What we wonld like to lanrn of the Baoretary
in, How long does he propose to keap one hun
dred willions of coin idle and useless io Lhe
Trensury, when he might well spare sixiy
millions of it to buy up intereat-bearing delbi,
uud thus save the conntry three or four mil-
liopg per aupum ! And to this question wa
can get no anawer, oven by irresponsible
rumor from Washington.

We owe a great national dabt, which baars
& high rate of interest. Uar bonds sell far
below their true value, in part because Lhey
are superabundant. Weare their volowe dsn-
gibly reduced they would commnand better
privea. Had My, MoCullook, two or three
yeara ngo, employed fifty millions of goll in
buylog up such interest-bearing obligations of
the Tressury a8 conld be bought to the bust
advantage, he wonld thereby have lmproved
the national oredit, while saviog sowe tem
millions which he has pince paid as interest
on the bonds be might have thus cancelled.
Nay, more, he wonld have saved the country
at least ten willions more in the prics of the
bouds which bhave meantime been sent to
Furope, and gold for muoh less than they are
worth—gold so cheap becange 80 wWALY Ward
pressing on the market. The conutry is not
legs than twenty willions of dollara poorer,
while its bonds are worth considerably less,
than of Mr. MoCulloch had persisteutly pur-
snvd the polivy of payiug ofl interest-bearing
debt with every dollar that was nol needed in
the current fiscal opsrations of the Treasnry.

Why this vast bulk of nselesg gold has besn
and etill i8 kept in the Treaspry, when it
might have been used to rednce the publie
burdens aud exslt the pablio oredit, we have
pever besn permitted to understand. If
MoCuiloch wers a gold gawbler, or the seorel
pariner of gold gawblers, all would be plain,
Presuming hiw an bonest and faithfal servant
of the publie, hia policy is a marvel in our
eyes. Ho much gold piled np in three or four
vaulls is a perpetusl and fearfal temptation to
its custodians and to burglars. Every dollar
thus hoarded {8 hoarded at a rizk; whereas all
risk would be averted by converting it into
(Government bopds at onrrent rates and then
burning the bonda. How lovg muat the coun-
try continue to eufler a losg of $10,000 per
day throwgh Mr. McCalloch'’s retusal to do
what is eo obviously and plainly the right
thing !

Looking at his last exhibit, we observe with-
out surprice that hiz wrong-doiog is aggra-

vated. Here is the proofi—

instead of igsuipg seven milllons of new bonds,
we are confldent that the Governwment eredit
would bave been essentislly strangthenad,
while the burden of the public debi would
bave been sensibly reduced.

They Lore npon their face evi-
dence of truthifalness, haviog besn made auder
oath; and while it wenld bave Deen wrong to
condemn the parties implicated nutil they had
been afforded an opportunity to be heird in
their own defunse, a vase was mads ont strong
enough Lo demand their trinl npon the charges
preferred against them,  There appears to ba
& practical difliculty, however, in the way of
the fnvestigation. Mupy ol the persvns em.’
braced fu the indictwent are Governwent off

cers, through whow the Ingdiry wounld hava
to be prosecnted if the proteedingk were to be
condnoted in the vustomary formal maunner,
avd ove of the main featuresof the clinrges we
uddaratand to be that these véry individaals
obstrnot Investigation aud use their aficial
pokitivns to embarrass the prosecution aod
defeat the ends of justice.

It is very certain thul enormons frands have
been perpetated aguinst the Goveroment, by
which over & hupdred million dollurs have
been diverted from the natiovel treasury into
the pockets of individuals dired!ly or 'fiudi-
reotly interested in thie whisky bnsioess. This
Is & well-setablizshisd faob, %t is equally. cer-
tain that npone of Lhe prineipal parties en.
goged in theése nefuricus travsactions haye
been brought to justice, and that wheusver &
prosecntion has been attempled it has been
obetrooted by the very peizous who ought to
be the foremost to protect the interssts of
the Government., Binokley commenced an in-
vestigation o this city goms weeks ago, and
at Lthe outset he was et by oppusition from
Government officisls, His aathority was
cilled in gestion, and it was seon dizoovered
that e had the whole Revenue Department to
fght as well as the suzpected criminals against
whom his proceedings were direoted. A slmi-
Iar vase has recently ooonrred fn Richmond,
Virginia, where John A. Gilmer undsrtook te
act g5 a gpecial agent of the Govermment to

I'resident Johnsoun ip the ouly man who now
has it fn his power to eut the Gordian koot
aud set all thess matters right. It is nselass
for bim to appeal to his Cabinet whils threa
of its mewbers ara resolvad to prevent auy
recognition of  Jodge Fallerton's chiarges,
While n some movements he is bound to son-
sult hig Cabinet, ha can o others aot indepan-
dently of their ccliperation or advics., The
Teunre of Oflice law givea bim ths power to
surpend, if pot to remove, certain otiosrs of
the Government. Eoough has bssn bronght
to his knowledge to justify him in suspsnding
five or elx of the leadiog officials implicsted in
Judge Fullertou’s charges. Indeed, if he
suflers them'to remain in office he dofeats the
inveatigation at once; for it is directed against
thew, and they are the parties ollislally em-
powered to conduct it,  If he will remove
them out of the way a fair and thorough in-
vestigation can  be made, but not otherwise.
We cull npon President Johnson, therefors,
to throw himself back npon his honest im-
pulges, and to rid his adwinistration in ita
lagt bonrs of the stigma thst rests upon it
through the corraption with which it is
surronnded. The world, which gives bim
credit for soflivient conrape, will be disposed
to queation his iuclination to purify the Gov-
ermisent unless be foroes o thorough inveasti-
gation into the frands pow bronght distinetly
to his notice. Il he should talwer or refase to
suspend all suspeoted otiivials, high and low,
unul thecharges against them have besn fully
tried and disposed o', he will serionaly damage
bis own reputation, but will siford littls pro-
tection to the parlivs he screcns from justice.

The Fluctuations of Gold,
Prom the N. XY, Times.

Ihe pries of gold bas been fluctnationg of
late in & munner very dawaging to busiuess
and the public iuterests,

It {5 one of the worst evila of tha high pre-
mium vpon coin that it is continually nuset-
ting prices, and that it gives opportunity for
variation of values so wide as to distarb the
legitimate and healthy coorse of trade. Tha
elements of 18k and uncertainty which it has
introduced into all commercinl transactions
afiwct the well-being of all clazses of the vcom-
murity and work injury to all lioes of busi-
ness,

There can Le no permancnt remedy for
these evils but in the resumplion of specie
payuents—that {8, in the appreciation ol the
currency to the valus of its face, and the
vilue of the gold which it assumes Lo repre-
sent. Every point of declinein the preminm
on gold—every polut of advance in the price
of honds—{s a step in that direction; but
while the movements arve apt ot any momant
to Lo reversed, we must look for acontinnance
of tle fluancial distraolion and buosiness con-
fusion from which we have suflered so loug
and grisvously. '

From ene canse or another, the preminm,
which had been gradually moving downward
of late until towards the closs of last weusk ii
reached 34—380, has, during the past day or
iwo, been again forced wpward. We don't
rappose any wman could give a eatisfuotory or
intelligent reason for thiy reverze. The rea-
son resigned by thoss whio take the troabls w
thiuk of resson at all, wonld probably bs some
lncovgeqnential action ol Bworslary MoCuls
loch, or peme gmall trandsction it was sap-
posed be might attempt. They wonld never
tronlle ‘themeelveés with the large and com-
prebeneive grounds of faith io the wationsl
solvency and crédit. The assursnca of ths
honorable dealing of the Government in re-

gard lo the debt—the fact of unbounded
natiopal  prosperity aud  great  orops
of exportable staples, the state ‘of

exchanges, the vigor of the Treasury, the
gtremgih of our foreign credit, the hopafal
fature opened np by the peaceinl and powerfal
administration of President Grant—thoese sle-
meuts, that are of guch vital importance in &
Line gurvey of the situstion, are overlooked or
vudervalned. What matters It in reality, if
Mr. M¢Cullooh were to rel#sue a fow millions

| of the greenbacks that were incoutinently

withdrawn Inst year? Doea that invalidate
the credit of the nstion, or should it be eounted
spainst the general sweep of thivga ! And
suppose, after all, he were not to reissue them,
what basia would those who are now Tearful of
it then bave to stand upon !

It is the puerile work of spsculators to
brivg up such points as are now made use of,
Aund thoge employed by other partiea of specn-
Iators are egually puerile, Whast matters it,
in renlity, whether the Treasury sells a few
millions of gold every month! The ooin in
ite poreegsion is, lu any event, a sequrity for
the public oredit. We know that Mr. MoCal-
looh has, within the last few days, suspended
gold galer; but what if the chauged state of
the market and the rige in tha preminm were
to lead him to resume them! The incident
would be of the slightest consequunos, yet wa
may ses it at any hour aflsol the preminm
seriously, as well a8 the courss of busingas.

If people were guided in these things by
some knowledge of flusnelal principles, by
gome gomwprebension of the Lasis of credit, by
some fotelligible idea of the laws that mnst
certainly, luspits of petty manipnlations and
temporary soeldeots, control the oconrse of
nflairs, there would be fower of the weaning
less Hpotnations that have wronght rais to #0
miany iodividusls, and snoh serious distar-
bauces to business.

The only *sty’e’’ in spesch or sermon or
book to which an educated and capabls person
cun poeeibly be indillerent when the subatanos
ol the work in question is excellent; i4 a good
slyle. It ia ous of the properties of a bad
siyle that it perforea compels our atiention to
its baducer, The elarpest eriticiem that can
be made, for example, on snch a style as that
ol Sergeant Kinglake, in hig Crimean history,
is that it continually diverta the reader's
mind from the narrative. It i3 a perpetaal
irritation | And what iz true in am ewinent
degree of 50 able B writer as Kingluke ia true
in o wuoh elighter degree of Missa Anna Dick-
inson. Tilton tells ns that, iu trampliog apon
all the parts of #peech, the peerless Annn was
ouly trying “'to get the wine of eloguencs by
crushing the grapes of style.’”! Suppose it to
be trne that by ‘“‘orunthiog the grapes of
glyle’ (his fair radiea!l Thyad got only the
vinegar of vituperation, and npot in ail the
wiLe of ¢loguence !

Again, Why should Tilton imputa it as “an
llustrions fact’” to the Quaker girl of his
Lesrt that her “book s the bravest book in
Awerican literature I"' and that she has “'de-
fleda American opinien more wnobly aund
vourageonsly ilan any New Luogland or
Kt lckerbocker book-maker ever did

Would Tilton the dauntiess ceuceive it to
be the prettiest thing he could ¢y of an actual
or & poeeible Mrs, '1'510:; that she hind “'deled
Awerican opinion more pobly aud conrage-
ously™ thaw oy extant person of hor sex aud
yemrs ! Has npob Tilton for years past de
nonnced the “delismes of Awerican opinion®™
Ly “Rebels' and *““Cepperbeads” a3 an ob
vious proof of the peréoual interference of
Baten in  mundane affaira? Did pot
“Auvonywa'’ “defy the opision'’ of her own
g¢x and conutry when she lirst made Ler ap-
ruarancu in all her silksn bravery, among the
eanties of Rotten Row? Do-s Miss Dickin-
gon “‘defy Ameiican opinion’ one whit more
“mnokly and coursgeonsly’ than  Drigham
Young, whote ‘‘defignes,” forthermore, Las
ariiculated itsel’, not throngh a eheap novel,
but through a great commupity, rich, com-
fortalde, and, as their latest visitor, Mudamae
Aundounrd, tells us, very far from nunhappy ?

Tilton, noble youth! tilt on! HIit a glant
instantly wherever you sse one. (iive no
guarter to dragons, Chsse every ogre who
ciosses your path to his hidden lair, though
the chate lead you to those lonely and horri-
ble regione where the yonpg lion roarsth and
thio whungdoodls mourneth for his first-born,
Bu\ recoguize, we pray you, the stable bounds
of thinge. Do not cowe under the oondem-
pation denouneed by the apostle npon them
who “lead ocaptive ellly women.'” Get not
Labitnally the eart before the horse. Ra-
wewber that it is not the ““‘wine of eloguenca
which is to be got out of the grapes of siyle, "’
but (il one way ute thy delcswab's matuphor
aud live !) the wiveo! etyle whivh is got ont
ol the grapes of eloguence.,. When wen or
